£3.5 million schemes aim to 
resolve Cadoxton flooding 


TOWN councillors 
who attended an 
exhibition explain¬ 
ing how two major 
schemes will allevi¬ 
ate the danger of 
flooding in Barry 
have given the 
scheme the thumbs - 
up. 

Coun Maggie Payne, a 
former mayor, and Coun 
Gwyneth Davey, said that 
although the Cadoxton 
area of the town would 
suffer from a certain 
amount of disruption, it 
was in the long-term 
interests of Barry that the 
work went ahead. 

The work is being car¬ 
ried out by Dwr Cymru 
Welsh Water, helped by 
the Vale Council. 

There are two schemes 
planned - the first in 
Barry Road and the other 
in Weston Square - and 
work begins on July 20. 

The first scheme, cost¬ 
ing more than £300,000, 
involves constructing a 
new sewer along Barry 
Road from the junction 
of Court Road, before 
moving through 
Cadoxton Surgery car 
park and into the rear 
gardens of houses in 
Barry Road. 

There will be a road 
closure from July 27 
until September 7. 

The £3.2 million 
scheme in Weston Square 
involves constructing a 
new sewer using tun¬ 
nelling methods from the 
playground at the end of 
Vere Street, under the 
railway line and into 
Dow Coming land. 

Work on that will also 
start on July 20. It will 


require boarding off the 
lower playground at 
Weston Square. 

There will be a 
lengthy road closure of 
the tunnel linking Weston 
Square and Cardiff Road 
- from September 9 until 
some time in Febmary 
2010 . 

The Weston Square 
scheme forms the second 
phase of investment work 
to resolve flooding in the 
area. The first phase, 
worth more than 
£700,000, was completed 
in Morlais Street, Barry 
earher in the year. 

A public exhibition 
was held on Monday, 

July 13 at Cadoxton 
Conservative Club, Vere 
Street. 

Both Coun Davey and 
Coun Payne hve in 
Cadoxton, and Coun 
Davey told The GEM: “It 
is essential work - we 
don’t want to see people 
worrying about whether 
their houses or business¬ 
es are going to be flood¬ 
ed when there are severe 
downpours. 

“If people are repeat¬ 
edly flooded, apart from 
the worry of damage, 
there’s the fear they 
might not be able to be 
reinsured. 

“In the past, Weston 
Square has been like a 
lake! 

“There may be some 
traffic delays, but diver¬ 
sions will be signposted.” 

Coun Payne added: “It 
will be money well spent 
and although there will 
be dismption for people, 
it will be of benefit for 
years to come. 

“We have to be enthu¬ 
siastic about this work in 
the long term.”

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Technical college: 

‘a false analogy’ 


W ITH 

regard to 
the St 
Athan Defence 
Technical College 
(DTC) in last 
week’s GEM, John 
Smith MP reiterates 
his comments, 
drawing a com¬ 
pletely false analogy 
with Cardiff 
University. 

The DTC is aimed at 
short-term courses for 
servicemen and women 
who are not officers. 
Indeed, a senior member 
of Metrix explained that 
the reason for the change 
in name from academy 
to technical college, was 
because of objections to 
the use of the term from 
officer-training establish¬ 
ments. 

Furthermore, Mr 
Smith fails completely to 
explain why, at such a 
high-level training col¬ 
lege, there is a need for a 
vastly-increased amount 
of shooting on a range 
and field training areas 


The amount of shoot¬ 
ing proposed in the fir¬ 
ing range will increase 
from approximately four 
hours per week at the 
present time, to five to 
eight hours per day with 
the new range. 

This will continue to 
at least 11pm and will 
include machine gun 
fire, as well as light 
arms. It is predicted to 
amount to some 4,000 
rounds per day. 

The field training area 
will be used all day and 
every day and includes 
the use of gunfire 
(blanks) entailing ‘typi¬ 
cally up to 250 shots per 
day’. 

It will also involve the 
use of other explosive 
devices, such as thunder- 
flashes. It will include 
night exercises, which 
will be particularly dis¬ 
turbing when people are 
trying to sleep. 

This will all be taking 
place in a mixed rural 
and residential area, 
resulting in inevitable 
disturbance of both live¬ 
stock and local residents.

‘No more tax exile

Vale MP John

donations from 
Lord Ashcroft, 
who is believed to 
be a tax exile. 

At the 2005 general 
election, Mr Cairns and 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Conservatives received 
£5,000 from Bearwood 
Corporate Services Ltd, 
a company owned by 
Lord Ashcroft, whose 
tax status is unclear. 

Mr Smith said: “I 
believe most people in 
the Vale would agree 


that candidates like 
Alun Cairns should not 
accept donations from 
people who do not pay 
tax in the UK. 

“I call on Alun 
Cairns and the Vale of 
Glamorgan 

Conservatives to make 
the commitment to the 
people of the Vale that 
they will not receive a 
single penny from tax 
exiles and from individ¬ 
uals who have failed to 
clarify their tax status.” 

The question of 
whether Lord Ashcroft 
pays tax in the UK has 
been hotly debated for 
several years. 

In fact, in yesterday’s 
edition (July 15) of The 
Daily Telegraph - not a 
Labour-supporting 
newspaper - it was 


reported that he must 
make clear whether he 
is a UK taxpayer, or be 
banned from funding 
candidates. 

Alun Cairns told The

KEEP 30 PER CENT SOCIAL HOUSING IN 

DEVELOPMENTS AT BARRY WATERFRONT’ 

"The argument for planning 
changes does not add up’ 


I WOULD like to 
address some of 
the comments 
made by Coun 
James in your arti¬ 
cle last week, when 
he tried to defend 
his move to reduce 
the social housing 
conditions on any 
future Barry 
Waterfront devel¬ 
opment. 

Conn James admits 
that the council’s policy 
contained in the Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP) clearly states that 
private developments 
should include 30 per 
cent social housing. 

However, it appears 
to be OK for him to get 
the cabinet’s approval to 
break this policy for any 
future development on 


the Waterfront. 

Coun James claims 
that it is acceptable and 
necessary to do this and 
argues: "'There has to be 
flexibility owing to the 
state of the current 
housing market and 
economic downturn'". 

He also tries to justi¬ 
fy his changes to coun¬ 
cil policy by alleging 
that I have simply 
focused on just one of a 
whole raft of initiatives 
that the cabinet has 
included in the scheme. 

I would agree that I 
have focused upon this 
particular change in pol¬ 
icy for the Barry 
Waterfront. 

This is because I find 
it absolutely and simply 
unbelievable that this 
change would be con¬ 
sidered. 

There is a substantial 


and undeniable need for 
social housing in Barry. 
The policy is there for a 
reason and it ensures 
that housing associa¬ 
tions can build them in 
developments of this 
kind. 

The Waterfront devel¬ 
opers bought the land 
knowing that there was 
a requirement to build 
social housing. 

I find it remarkable 
that it is proposed to 
drop the 30 per cent 
requirement when the 
planning committee has 
subsequently agreed the 
council’s draft afford¬ 
able housing delivery 
statement, which 
accepts the levels of 
affordable housing need 
identified within the 
Vale. 

The council’s local 
housing market assess¬ 


ment indicates that the 
council could justifiably 
set a requirement of 45 
per cent affordable 
housing provision on 
development sites. 

It also confirms that 
the council recently 
adopted Supplementary 
Planning Guidance, 
which increased the 
council’s affordable 
housing requirement 
from a minimum 20 per 
cent to the provision of 
30 per cent. 

I once again call on 
the Vale cabinet to rein¬ 
troduce the 30 per cent 
requirement for social 
housing in any Barry 
Waterfront develop¬ 
ment.

On the 16th July 2009 the Vale of Glamorgan Council in exercise of its pow¬ 
ers under Section 14(1) of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 and of all 
other enabling powers made an Order the general effect of which is as 
described in the Schedules below. 

The Order will come into operation on the 27th July 2009 and a copy of the 
Order may be seen at the address shown below during normal office hours. 

If you wish to question the validity of the Order or any provisions contained

Location The area of Barry Road to be closed is from its eastern side of its 
junction with Fairford Street (adjacent to number 32 Barry Road) 
in a north easterly direction to its eastern side of its junction with 
Robins Lane (adjacent to number 22 Barry Road). 

The area of Robins Lane to be closed is from its junction with 
Barry Road for a distance of 10 metres in a northerly direction. 

In addition the One Way Order known as The South Glamorgan 
County Counci (Robins Lane Barry) (One Way Traffic) Order 
1992’ shall be suspended for the duration of this order. 

Reason To allow for essential sewer works to be undertaken throughout 
this section of highway and for associated work. 

Duration From 06:00hrs on Monday 27th July 2009, for a maximum period 
of 18 months, though it is anticipated that the works will be com¬ 
pleted by 8th September 2009.

LOCAL youngsters 
are being warned to 
‘keep away from 
Barry docks’ after 
some have been 
seen jumping into 
the murky water 
and ‘putting their 
lives at risk.’

AN AM’s APPEAL TO 
VALE COUNCIL OVER 
CONSULTANTS’ COSTS

PLAID CYMRU 
AM Leanne Wood 
has launched a for¬ 
mal complaint over 
the Vale Council’s 
refusal to provide 
full information on 
the costs of educa¬ 
tion consultants it 
employed, arguing 
that the public’s 
‘right to know’ out¬ 
weighed the inter¬ 
ests of the advisors. 

The regional AM for 
South Wales Central hit 
out after the Vale coun¬ 
cil, while disclosing the 
£46,000 bill for employ¬ 
ing two consultants in 
2008-09, refused to say 
how many days each of 
them was employed, 
and what each of them 
was paid, citing “com¬ 
mercial interests of other 
parties”. 

Leanne Wood has 
now sent a letter to the 
authority outlining her 
case for the information 
to be published on how 
much education consult¬ 
ants Dewi Jones and 
Celia Butler were paid.

shop 

joins 

PACT 

TENOVUS is the lat¬ 
est organisation to 
become a member of 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan Business 
PACT initiative, after 
its cancer charity 
store on Barry’s 
Holton Road joined 
the organisation. 

Business PACT 
involves local businesses 
and organisations dis¬ 
tributing photographs 
and information con¬ 
cerning shoplifters or 
people who behave in an 
anti-social manner. 

Business PACT coor¬ 
dinator for the Vale of 
Glamorgan, PCSO 
Rhiannon Harris, said: 
“In recent weeks we 
have seen increasing 
interest among organisa¬ 
tions in joining up to 
Business PACT. 

“The initiative is 
going from strength-to- 
strength and we are 
looking at ways of 
expanding it, to take in 
other areas with the Vale 
besides Barry and 
Culverhouse Cross. 

“We welcome 
enquiries from other 
businesses across the 
Vale interested in joining 
the initiative.” 

Ms Jan Jones, manag¬ 
er of the store, said: 
“Being a part of 
Business PACT means 
we can share informa¬ 
tion between us and help 
prevent any criminal 
activity in our shop”. 


In the letter, Ms Wood 
registers an appeal 
against the council’s 
refusal to supply infor¬ 
mation under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act 2000. 

She says she wants to 
know the number of 
days each consultant 
worked for the council 
during 2008-09, and the 
total bill submitted by 
each consultant detailed 
separately. 

She wrote: “In an e- 
mail sent on June 16 to a 
member of my staff, the 
council issued a refusal 
notice claiming release 
of the information was 
likely to prejudice the 
commercial interest of 
other parties. 

“While the council 
has supplied details of 
the total paid to two edu¬ 
cation consultants, it has 
refused to break down 
those figures. I believe it 
is important that this 
information should be 
made available. 

“It is important that 
people in the Vale are 
able to judge whether 
the use of consultants 
represents good value 
for money. 

“Without that infor¬ 
mation broken down, it 
is impossible for tax¬ 
payers to do so. 
Certainly, in the current 
climate openness and 


transparency in the 
spending of public 
money is crucial, and 
that is something the 
public is right to expect. 

“I am convinced that 
it is in the interests of 
the people of the Vale 
that the council provides 
the information request¬ 
ed. 

“I believe it out¬ 
weighs any commercial 
interests of a private 
contractor, and would 
point out that the local 
authority’s duty is to the 
tax-payers of the Vale. I 
request that my appeal is 
upheld,” concluded the 
letter. 

Leanne Wood told 
The GEM: “I must say I 
was puzzled the council 
said that they refused to 
give out details of the 
costs of the consultants 
because the individuals 
objected. 

“What about the pub¬ 
lic’s right to know if tax¬ 
payers’ money is being 
spent wisely? 

“Their refusal to sup¬ 
ply the information sug¬ 
gests it is not being 


spent well.” 

Peter Evans, monitor¬ 
ing officer for the coun¬ 
cil, said: “We can con¬ 
firm that we are now in 
receipt of the Assembly 
Member’s appeal. 

“In this case, the 
information relates to 
the business interests of 
private individuals. 

“The council does not 
have a free hand in this 
situation because the Act 
seeks to balance the 
right to information with 
the rights of individuals. 

“Specifically, it con¬ 
tains exemptions from 
disclosure in relation to 
commercial information 
and personal informa¬ 
tion, and the council is 
required by law to 
adhere to these provi¬ 
sions. 

“The council is 
obliged by law to have 
regard to the whole leg¬ 
islative regime in deter¬ 
mining such requests. 

“We note the 
Assembly Member’s 
comments and the 
appeal will now be 
processed in accordance 
with the Freedom of 
Information Act and the 
Code of Practice. ”

The Furniture 
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Dog owners 
who clean up 
after humans 


T he letter in 
last week’s 
GEM from 
Mrs Swift re camp¬ 
ing on the meadow 
at Llantwit raises 
several further 
issues. 

While everyone 
agrees that dogs should 
be kept under proper 
control, and that owners 
should clear up after 
them, the following 
should also be consid¬ 
ered:

This is far more of a 
health threat to the chil¬ 
dren who will be playing 
there in the following 
few days - but, of 
course, this is ignored by 
the council. 

3) Every evening dur¬ 


ing fine weather, groups 
of young people (rough¬ 
ly 14-24 years old) have 
barbecue and drinking 
sessions along the top of 
the beach, along the 
cliffs, and in nearby 
fields. 

The council cleansing 
teams are not allowed 
onto the rocks or up the 
paths to clear up the bro¬ 
ken glass and sharp 
metal. 

Instead, it’s the dog 
walkers who do it, many 
of whom bring carrier 
bags with them every 
morning for just this 
purpose. 

I alone have picked 
up 60-70 glass bottles on 
the giant boulders in 
front of the cafe within 
the last month. 

If dog walkers 
stopped doing this, with¬ 
in a month, access to the 
beach would become too 
dangerous to allow chil¬ 
dren anywhere near it - 
but, of course, this is 
ignored by the council. 

4) Finally, if dogs are 
such a threat to health 
and safety, could some¬ 
one please explain to me 
why, according to all 
available statistics, dog 
owners live longer and 
are healthier than non¬ 
dog owners? 

But, of course, this is 
ignored by all politi¬ 
cians; political correct¬ 
ness rules again?

BRYNEITHIN CAMPAIGN 
GROUP TO GIVE ITS 
VERDICT ON FUTURE 
OPTION FOR CARE HOME 


REPORT by TIM CHAPMAN 


A MEMBER of the 
Keep Bryneithin 
Open Group has 
said it will respond 
to the Vale 
Council’s invitation 
to provide views on 
the proposed 

options which will 
dictate the residen¬ 
tial home’s future. 

Earlier this year, the 
council carried out a 12- 
week consultation con¬ 
cerning the future of 
Bryneithin Care home - 
arriving at four possible 
courses of action: 

# Refurbish the home 
and maintain the current 
number of places. 

# Refurbish the home 
and increase the number 
of places. 

# Close the home and 
rebuild a new home on 


the current site. 

# An independent 
sector provision (includ¬ 
ing whether all the resi¬ 
dents in Bryneithin could 
be accommodated 
together in another home 
or unit in the Vale, that 
specialises in the care of 
older people with mental 
ill health). 

A Vale Council scruti¬ 
ny committee wants 
feedback on the options, 
and Syvia Bowen of 
Keep Bryneithin Open 
Group said they would 
provide views, but would 
have liked more detail on 
the proposals. 

She said: “We obvi¬ 
ously want the home kept 
open and refurbished - 
but our paramount con¬ 
cern is that the residents 


are not moved. 

“If there was going to 
be a refurbishment and 
an increase in the number 
of residents, again, our 
belief is that it must done 
in a way that does not 
disrupt the current resi¬ 
dents.” 

Mrs Bowen said the 
latest inspection report 
had been excellent and 
that proved the home had 
a justifiable future. 

She added: “We will 
respond to the council, 
but it is difficult to offer 
judgements without more 
details in the options on 
offer.” 

Vale Labour member 
Richard Berlin told The 
GEM: “This is a wonder¬ 
ful site which has so 
much to offer. A care 


facility must remain at 
Bryneihin and Labour is 
right behind developing 
the site into an older per¬ 
sons’ village - nothing 
less!” 

If people have any 
comments on the options, 
they should be sent, by 
the end of July, to the 
committee chairman via 
Mrs Karen Bowen, 
scrutiny and committee 
services officer. Civic 
Office, Holton Road, 
Barry, CF63 4RU. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman promised: 
“Further representations 
will be taken into consid¬ 
eration by the director of 
social services in prepar¬ 
ing an appraisal of the 
options for the future of 
the home. ”

T he Six Bells 
Pub and 
Restaurant in 
Penmark last Friday 
celebrated its first 
anniversary under 
new management - 
which has seen a 
remarkable surge in 
its popularity. 

The pub nestles in the 
Vale countryside between 
Bai^ and Llantwit 
Major, and was taken 
over a year ago by three 
friends - James Barnsley, 
Taran Pryce-Jones and 
Julie Hawkins - who had 
a vision of returning the 
pub to its former glory. 

James said: “Juhe 
labelled our first year 
‘team turnaround’ and 
that is what we’ve done. 

“The aim of our sec¬ 
ond year is to build on 
the new consistency and 
reputation.” 

The three partners each 
have complementary 
skills, which have con¬ 
tributed to The Six Bells’ 
new-found success. 

James explained: 
“Taran was instrumental 
in setting things up, deal¬ 
ing with all the health and 
safety and legal issues. 

“Juhe’s enthusiasm is 
infectious - she started 
off thinking she was 
going to be behind the 
bar like Bet Lynch for a 
week or two, and has 
ended up not being able 
to get enough of the 
place!” 

“I cany out the day-to- 
day running of the busi¬ 
ness.” 

The Six Bells had suf¬ 
fered from more than a 
decade of management 
changes that would have 
made even a struggling 
Premiership football club 
blink. 

“There had been 11 
landlords in 11 years - 
but the most affectionate 
memories people have of 
The Six Bells were the 
days of Don Hall, more 
than a decade ago. 

“Don was known all 
over the Vale and when 
we took over we put up 
his picture on the wall — 
we’d found it in the attic! 
When people come in 
they say: ‘It’s lovely to 
see Don’s picture’. 

“What the pub needed 
was some TLC and, with 


the refurbishment in the 
last 12 months that’s what 
we’ve done.” 

The Six Bells dates 
back to the 1500s and it 
is now a mixture of the 
traditional and modem; 
oak beams and fireplaces 
in the bar and lounge 
blend with a bright decor 
and contemporary feel. 

The menu is compre¬ 
hensive and covers 
starters, a grill selection, a 
mouth-watering ‘pub 
favourites section’- with 
offerings including ‘beer 
battered fish of the day’, 
‘goats cheese and red 
onion tartlet’ and ‘mush¬ 
room and baby com 
stroganoff’; an array of 
chef’s signature dishes, 
along with very reason¬ 
ably priced ‘lunchtime 
hght bites’; and baguettes 
and paninis for people 
wanting a quick lunch. 

James said: “Our strat¬ 
egy has been to offer top 
quality food at reasonable 
prices. We have meal 
deals that start at two 
courses for just £10, and 
a two-course Sunday 
lunch is £10. 95. 

“We’ve got a really 
knowledgeable kitchen 
brigade - as we call them 
- led by our head chef, 
David Aston. 

“They have previous 
experience in Gilbys and 
Egerton Grey. 

“Where possible, we 
source our produce local¬ 
ly, and our meat is all 
from Wales.” 

James acknowledges 
that much of the success 
of the last 12 months has 
been due to the response 
of villagers. 

“I can’t fault the sup¬ 
port of the village. They 
have seen the efforts 
we’ve made and have 
responded by bringing 


along family and friends. 

“We’ve played our part 
by getting involved in 
local events, such as the 
music festival last 
September, and the 
National Gardens Scheme 
day last month. 

“We put on burgers, 
hotdogs and drinks out¬ 
side the pub and the vil¬ 
lage put on a minibus to 
ferry people to the gar¬ 
dens that were open - it 
was a great day.” 

With the Parish 
Church of Penmark liter¬ 
ally yards away from The 
Six Bells, it’s worth 
remembering that apart 
from the lounge, bar and 
dining room, Siere is also 
a function room which 
can cater for weddings, 
business meetings and 
corporate events. 

The Vale Council 
recently agreed to put up 
a ‘Six Bells’ sign for cus¬ 
tomers driving in the 
direction of Barry, and 
the partners hope one 
might be added on the 
other side of the road in 
due course - but for 
prospective clients, the 
rule is: head for the vil¬ 
lage of Penmark and you 
can’t miss The Six Bells! 

“We are getting more 
and more trade from the 
airport and, as our reputa¬ 
tion has spread. 

“We’ve had people 
come from as far away as 
Newport to the east and 
Swansea to the west.” 

On July 10, the part¬ 
ners and staff and their 
families and friends, 
along with Penmark vil¬ 
lagers, gathered to cele¬ 
brate a first year of real 
achievement.

Welsh school waves the flag with pride!

T he Welsh medium school, which serves the western Vale including 
Llantwit Major, has marked its 30th anniversary with a series of 
events culminating in a grand concert involving every child staged 
at Ysgol Bro Morganwg in Barry. 

Ysgol lolo owes its origins to a very determined group of pioneering parents 
who wanted a Welsh medium school for their children. 

One of those involved was Carys Whelan of St Hilary, who is still an active 
supporter of the school. 

She recalled: “In the early 1970s, the only Welsh school in the area was in 
Barry, and we parents had to ferry our children there ourselves - there was no 
school transport. 

“We started a campaign to get a 
Welsh school in Cowbridge and 
we began by knocking on doors in 
the town and surrounding villages 
to see if there was support. This 
was in 1973.” 

The old Glamorgan County 
Council told them that if they 
could get 10 children in the rising 
five age group, they would pro¬ 
vide a teacher. 

“Y Bont Faen was just moving 
out of its old school into new 
buildings being built behind,” she 
said. “The old buildings were 
going to be empty, and we were 
told that a class could be set up in 
it, and would be run as part of Y 
Bont Faen under Miss Williams, 
who was the head of that school.” 

As it turned out, building work was delayed and the new Welsh class was 
actually staged in Maendy Junior School for six months until there was room 
for them in the old Bont Faen. 

The education authority also agreed at the last minute to transfer children 
already at school in Barry to the new class. 

“We had one class with children of all ages in it,” she recalled. “They were 
taught by Mrs Ann Thomas.” 

A public meeting was held, attended by Gwilym Humphreys, head of Rhyd- 
felen Comprehensive as well as Rachel Wiliams, head of the Welsh school in 
Barry. 

“Everyone was very helpful and we had terrific support, especially from 
people in Llantwit Major,” added Mrs Whelan. 

After transferring to the old Bont Faen buildings, the Welsh class gradually 
grew. Initially, they were part of Y Bont Faen and the children shared assembly 
and had their meals all together. 

A second class was 
added under Myra Phillips 
and then a third. 

In 1979, it was decided 
to set up a fully-fledged 
Welsh school in the build¬ 
ing and the name was sug¬ 
gested by parent John 
Hefin.

The school started with three mixed age classes and the head was Mrs 
Glesni Whettleton, and then Catherine Watkin Hughes. 

The story since then has been one of steady growth. 

The present head is Dylan Evans, who started there in November 2007. 

“We currently have 153 pupils, but in September we will have 196,” he said. 
“That includes the nursery class. We work closely with the Cylch Meithrin in 
Cowbridge, which takes children from two and a half and then they come to us 
at three and a half.” 

Mr Evans said that 
the school was well 
supported by the entire 
community of the west¬ 
ern Vale. 

“About 30 per cent 
of our children come 
from Llantwit and I 
want people to know 
that we have free school 
transport these days,” 
he said. “We also have 
terrific support from all 
the community in 
Cowbridge including the shop keepers. Parental involvement is tremendous.” 

Mr Evans said that parents were beginning to realise the advantages that 
speaking Welsh conferred on their children, even if they did not speak it them¬ 
selves. 

“There is a growing demand for Welsh medium education in this area and 
generally throughout the Vale,” he said. 

“It gives children an extra chance in life and learning a second language 
makes it easier to learn others as well. We teach French and Spanish here to 
our pupils from the age of five.” 

The school has achieved success in many different spheres and 95 per cent 
of its pupils leave having achieved Level 4 in all subjects including Welsh. 

The school has strong cultural traditions and has always done well at the 
Urdd, winning a number of prizes at various eisteddfodau over the years. 

Its choir won for three years running in its category at the main eisteddfod. 

The school has also been awarded the green flag as an eco school. 

“We have reorganised the curriculum in the past year or so to raise standards 
in maths and literacy,” he added. 

Mr Evans praised the governors for their support and said that the school 
has strong links with the library, church and chapel in Cowbridge. 

They also collaborate with Y Bont Faen school which backs onto it and Mr 
Evans said he had enjoyed a good working relationship with outgoing head 
Sue Dodd and hoped to develop good links with the new head Meic Griffiths.

COHEN’S BRUNO IS NOT 
FOR THE FAINT OF HEART! 


HAVING built a 
reputation as a 
comedian who 
hides beneath his 
characters, the suc¬ 
cess of Borat in 
2006 made Sacha 
Baron Cohen a 
worldwide name, 
but the huge recog¬ 
nition the Blm 
received made fur¬ 
ther outings for the 
character highly 
unlikely. 

For his latest film, 
Cohen returns to a char¬ 
acter that made its debut 
alongside his other cre¬ 
ations. 

In Bruno (or to give 
it its full title, Bruno: 
Delicious Journeys 
Through America for 
the Purpose of Making 
Heterosexual Males 
Visibly Uncomfortable 
in the Presence of a 
Gay Foreigner in a 
Mesh T-Shirt), Cohen 
portrays the titular char¬ 
acter, a homosexual 
Austrian TV presenter. 

He travels to 
America to make a doc¬ 
umentary about fashion 
and becomes a celebri¬ 
ty; but much like Borat, 
placing the character in 
conservative America is 
a recipe for (comedic) 
disaster that highlights 
prejudices that other¬ 
wise are left unsaid... 


Let’s get this out of 
the way straight away - 
if you found Borat to be 
an unfunny film that 
failed to amuse you in 
any way, then steer well 
clear of Bruno. 

Buy a ticket to 
Fireflies in the Garden, 
or something equally 
bland and avoid the 
near-the-knuckle 
humour offered by 
Sacha Baron Cohen’s 
latest assault on the cin¬ 
ema. 

However, if like me, 
you found Borat to be 
not just wildly funny 
but also incredibly 
clever, then you will get 
more of the same when 
buying a ticket for 
Bruno. 

This isn’t to say that 
Bruno is a film that 
builds upon the success¬ 
es of Borat, because it 
doesn’t quite manage 
that. 

Following the latter’s 
template of mixing in 
the realism with a narra¬ 
tive arc, the two films 
share almost identical 
beats (character comes 
to America with assis¬ 
tant, undergoes hard 
luck before redeeming 
hi mself in his own inim¬ 
itable way having 
learned nothing) and its 
predilection for mock¬ 
ing and satirising mere¬ 
ly raises the temperature 
of the film. It’s certainly 
an ‘18’ rated film for a 


reason, making Borat’s 
perplexed outsider look 
tame in comparison. 

But beneath the 
veneer of the incredibly 
bawdy comedy does lay 
an intelligence and cun¬ 
ning to make the people 
being interviewed look 
far more stupid than any 
character could. 

It’s something that 
Cohen achieves with a 
lot of commitment and 
dedication, and a thor¬ 
ough immersion in the 
character. 

Determined to push 
people as far as he pos¬ 
sibly can, here he winds 
up (among many) a 
minister who specialises 
in homosexual conver¬ 
sion, a terrorist leader, a 
Hollywood agent, the 
African-American audi¬ 
ence of a TV chat show 
and, most impressively, 
an arena full of beer- 
swilling rednecks,who 
don’t quite get the 
mano-a-mano action 
they were expecting. 

Each comic sequence 
is well executed and 
Cohen’s complicity in 
playing straight merely 
adds to the comedy and 
danger on show. 

The comparisons to 
Peter Sellers, in terms 
of his ability to com¬ 
pletely inhabit the char¬ 
acter, are not ill-found¬ 
ed, although quite 
whether even Sellers 
would go to the 


extremes that Cohen 
puts himself through is 
questionable! 

While there is no 
questioning the amount 
of laughs (and shocked 
silences) the film pro¬ 
duces, its satirical tar¬ 
gets are either overly 
familiar from the last 
Cohen outing, or all too 
familiar to the audience. 

The interview seg¬ 
ments are hilarious, but 
feel too similar to what 
the comedian was 
attempting in Borat. 

The ability to shock 
is more pronounced, 
given some of the sub¬ 
ject matter brushing 
against taboo issues, but 
it doesn’t feel in any 
way different from what 
he has previously 
accomplished. 

Likewise, Cohen’s 
targeting of the worlds 
of fashion and celebrity 
raise laughs, but again 
feels somewhat over¬ 
done and over familiar. 

It’s easy to see why 
he preys on the 
unimowing public, 
rather than the denizens 
of those worlds for the 
majority of the film, 
because both he and 
director Larry Charles 
recognise that that is 
where they will mine 
the most laughs. 

However, come the 
celeb-stuffed end cred¬ 
its, it seems that Cohen 
may not have been prac-

tising what he has spent 
the last 80 or so minutes 
preaching. 

Despite these flaws, 
Bruno is still a hilarious 
film, but is more of a 
continuation of the 
Borat-style than a film 
within its own right. 

VERDICT - 
Controversial, offensive, 
yet with a certain degree 
of intelligence behind 
its humour, Bruno will 
shock and make you 
laugh in equal measure. 

While it sails a little 
too close to Borat in 
terms of style and con¬ 
tent, there are more than 
enough laughs, and 
another game comedic 
turn from Sacha Baron 
Cohen, to commend it. 
Recommended.

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VICAR’S SONS WHO PAID ULTIMATE PRICE 


Dr Jonathan Hicks tells the moving 
story of two sons of a local minister 
who fell during the First World War. 


F one drives 
along the A48, 
takes the 
turnoff alongside 
the ‘Old Post’ and 
meanders along the 
delightful country 
lane for a few hun¬ 
dred yards, Carmel 
United Reform 
Church, which is 
currently up for 
sale, will appear on 
the left hand side. 

In the churchyard of 
this delightful little 
church stands a head¬ 
stone which tells a trag¬ 
ic story. 

I visited this church¬ 
yard recently on a rain 
soaked day at the sug¬ 
gestion of a GEM read¬ 
er, who rang me to ask 
whether I could find out 
what the story was 
behind the headstone. 

I was delighted to be 
able to help and as the 
result of my research I 
pieced together the fol¬ 
lowing facts. 

The headstone com¬ 
memorates the last rest¬ 
ing place of the former 
minister of Carmel, the 
Reverend William 
Edgar Evans of the 
Manse, Llanbethery. But 
interestingly and 
intriguingly to any indi¬ 
vidual with an interest 
in military history, 
alongside the 



those of two of his sons, 
both of whom were 
killed during the Great 
War of 1914-1918. 

Owen Evans joined 
the army early in the 
war in 1914 and was 
posted to the 7th 
Battalion of the Royal 
Sussex Regiment, which 
was formed at 
Chichester on August 
12, 1914 and attached to 
36th Brigade in 12th 
(Eastern) Division. They 
moved to Shorncliffe in 
October 1914 and into 
billets in Eolkestone in 
December 1914. 

In March 1915, they 
moved to Ramillies 
Barracks in Aldershot, 
before being sent to 
Erance. They landed at 
Boulogne on June 1, 
1915. 

By June 18, 1916 the 
Division was based at 
Elesselles. It moved up 
to Baizieux on June 30 
and reached Hencourt 
and Millencourt by 
10am on July 1, in 
reserve to the British 
infantry attack that had 
begun earlier that morn¬ 
ing - the first day of the 
Battle of the Somme. 

It moved to relieve 
8th Division, which had 
suffered a severe set¬ 
back at Ovillers-la- 
Boisselle, during the 
night of July 1 to 2. 

Ordered to continue 
the attack on Ovillers, 
35th and 37th Brigades 
went in at 3.15am on 


July 2. Unlike the 
troops of 8th Division, 
who had to cross a wide 
no man’s land in the 
bright morning sun, the 
12th Division attack, at 
night, adopted sensible 
tactics of advancing 
across no man’s land 
while the artillery bom¬ 
barded the enemy and 
rushed the last few 
yards when it lifted. 

The first wave of the 
attack met with mixed 
success: for example, 
the 9th Essex came 
under heavy shellfire 
before it had reached 
even the British front 
line. 

It was difficult to 
keep direction in the 
deep shellholes; yet the 
5th Berkshire and 7th 
Suffolk crossed, finding 
the enemy wire was 
well cut, and took at 
least two lines of 
German trenches before 
becoming bogged in 
intense bombing fights 
in the trenches. The 6th 
Queen’s were held up 
by wire and machine 
gun fire from Mash 
Valley. 

Heavy fire from the 
Leipzig salient - where 
X Corps would have 
been attacking - halted 
supporting units in no 
man's land, and the 
attack failed to achieve 
its objective. 

On July 7, 36th 
Brigade, with 74th 
Brigade attached to the 


Division for the pur¬ 
pose, attacked again and 
in spite of heavy casual¬ 
ties from German 
artillery and machine 
guns in Mash Valley, 
succeeded in holding 
the first and second 
lines that they captured 
on the spur on which 
Ovillers stands. 

By the time the 
Division was withdrawn 
to the area on Contay on 
July 9, 189 officers and 
4,576 men had become 
casualties. 

One of these casual¬ 
ties was Owen Evans, 
who was killed aged 24 
and now lies in Ovillers 
Military Cemetery. 

Owen had joined up 
along with his friend, 
David Rhys Davies. 
David was the son of 
Rees Davies of 
Llancarfan School and 
had been employed in 
the Barry Railway 
Goods Department. He 
joined the 11th Bn of 
the Rifle Brigade but 
was killed on October 3, 
1915, aged 20. 

He is commemorated 
on the Barry Railway 
Company Memorial at 
the side of the Docks 
Offices. He had lived at 
35, Oxford Street in 
Barry. 


The 11th Battalion 
was in trenches east of 
Laventie when they 
came under German 
artillery fire. Eor two 
hours the shells rained 
down on the men 
crouching in the trench¬ 
es and dugouts. 

As the war diary 
records: ‘only one rifle¬ 
man was wounded dur¬ 
ing the bombardment’. 
That was David Davies 
who died shortly after¬ 
wards. 

Sadly for his parents, 
he was one of three of 
their sons to die during 
the war. Tudor Davies 
was 19 when he was 
killed on October 30, 
1918, just 12 days 
before the armistice, 
whilst serving with the 
Machine Gun Corps. He 
is buried in Le Cateau 
Military Cemetery. His 
brother W Davies was a 
marine engineer who 
had died in December 
1916. 

Owen Evans’s broth¬ 
er, Emrys Morgan 
Evans, joined up later in 
the war, perhaps as the 
result of conscription, 
which was initiated in 
1916. He was posted 
initially to the Welsh 
Regiment and later to 
the 2nd/4th Oxfordshire 


and Buckinghamshire 
Light Infantry. 

He was killed aged 
23 on September 12, 
1918 in the fighting 
around Laventie and is 
commemorated on the 
Ploegsteert Memorial, 
as his body was never 
identified. 

One intriguing possi¬ 
bility arises as the result 
of the actions which 
took place that day. The 
battalion had arrived at 
Laventie, south-west of 
Armentieres on 
September 11, 1918. 

The enemy was hold¬ 
ing the line called the 
Picantin - Junction Post 
and the battalion was 
ordered forward to 
attempt to hold an out¬ 
post line that was to the 
north-east of the town. 

Headquarters was 
established in a former 
dressing station in 
Laventie, a house which 
had not been destroyed 
by enemy artillery.

At a few hours notice 
and in weather calculat¬ 
ed to make any opera¬ 
tion a fiasco, on 
September 12, they 
attacked Junction Post, 
a grass-bound breast¬ 
work where the enemy 
was offering a stubborn 
resistance. 

Though finally 
unsuccessful in result, 
the fighting, which was 
accompanied by driving 
storms of rain, produced 
two noteworthy inci¬ 
dents. Rowlerson, one 
of C Company's platoon 
commanders, after 
reaching the German 
trenches, somehow lost 
touch and was captured 
with several of his men. 

In A Company an 
exploit was performed, 
which gained for the 
battalion its second 
Victoria Cross. 

It was here that 
Lance Corporal Alfred 
Wilcox gained the 
Victoria Cross and the 
citation sums up per¬ 
fectly the heroic action 
that took place: For 
most conspicuous brav¬ 
ery and initiative in 
attack (near Laventie, 
France ) when his com¬ 
pany was held up by 
heavy and persistent 
machine-gun fire at 
close range. 

On his own initiative, 
with four men he rushed 
ahead to the nearest 
enemy gun, bombed it, 
killed the gunner, and 


put the gun out of 
action. Being then 
attacked by an enemy 
bombing party, Cpl 
Wilcox picked up enemy 
bombs and led his party 
against the next gun, 
finally capturing and 
destroying it. 

Although left with 
only one man, he con¬ 
tinued bombing and 
captured a third gun. He 
again bombed up the 
trench, captured a 
fourth gun, and then 
rejoined his platoon. 

Cpl Wilcox displayed 
in this series of success¬ 
ful individual enterpris¬ 
es exceptional valour, 
judgment, and initiative. 

Wilcox was wounded 
shortly afterwards and 
was in hospital in 
England when news of 
the award arrived. His 
deed lent lustre to a 
profitless attack. There 
is no way of knowing 
whether or not Emrys 
Evans was one of the 
men with Wilcox, but 
however he met his end, 
he was one of the 
unsung heroes of the 
Great War. 

So, next time you are 
out for a drink or a meal 
at one of the pubs along 
the A48, set aside some 
time to pay your 
respects to two local 
lads who laid down 
their lives so that we 
can enjoy such privi¬ 
leges.

PROMISING Barry 
Comprehensive pupil 
Curtis Matthews 
enhanced his growing 
reputation with an 
accomplished series of 
performances at the 
I6th Welsh Schools 
Combined Events, 
which was held at the 
upgraded Swansea 
University athletics 
track. 

It was at last year’s 
championships in 
Carmarthen that he first 
made his mark - in the 
middle age group for 
pupils in years 10 and 
11. At the end of four 
events, young Matthews 
headed the field by 40 
points from Antoine 
Woodman (Dyfed). 
Woodman, a noted 400 
metres runner, proved 
too strong in the last of 
the five events, the 800 


metres, finishing seven 
seconds clear, an advan¬ 
tage which brought him 
victory by 70 points, 
while the Barry athlete 
totalled 2,679 in second 
place. 

That defeat helped 
point Matthews in the 
right direction and, hav¬ 
ing now joined a com¬ 
bined events training 
group under top coach 
Mike Guest, it was a 
much better-prepared 
and conditioned athlete 
who made his debut in 
the senior age group.

In the hot, sunny, 
almost windless condi¬ 
tions, a combination of a 
100 metres in 11.88, fol¬ 
lowed by a new personal 
best of 6.63 metres in 
the long jump and a real¬ 
ly gritty 1,500 metres in 
4:45.28 added a further 
2,000 points for a final 
score of 3,065 points, 
the gold medal for win¬ 
ning the event, and 
revenge over Woodman, 
who could only manage 
2,583 for second place - 
and there was a bonus! 

With Sam Booker 
starting the 1,500 metres 
and claiming the individ¬ 
ual bronze, it meant that 
Cardiff & the Vale took 
the team award. 

There was a second 
and unexpected Vale vic¬ 
tory in the senior girls’ 
section, another with 
only three entries, the 
Bro Morgannwg duo of 
year-12 students Leah 
Grisdale and Savannah 
Taylor, and Jessica 
Huddleston (Dyfed). 

Before the start, 

Taylor admitted that she 
was not looking forward 
to the final event, the 
800 metres. Thankfully, 
when it came to that 
event, she was a mere 12 
points behind 
Huddleston in second 
place, and that proved to 
be the spark for a really 
spirited performance. 

It was actually 


Grisdale who led the trio 
home in a time just 
under three minutes, 
with Taylor close 
behind, and the Dyfed 
athlete nearly 20 seconds 
back. The outcome was 
the same as for the sen¬ 
ior boys. An overjoyed 
Taylor took individual 
gold, with Grisdale tak¬ 
ing bronze, and the duo 
claiming the team plate. 

There were two fur¬ 
ther medals, individual 
and team, for Vale boys 
in the middle and junior 
sections. 

Cowbridge year-11 
Oliver Trotman made his 
mark in the younger age 
groups through the win¬ 
ter sportshall pro¬ 
gramme, but he has 
struggled in the summer 
outdoor programme. 
Here, he may have just 
found his event, but it 
will take time and effort 
to make further progress. 

After an opening 16.8 
seconds run in the 100 
metres hurdles in the 
middle boys’ section, it 
was in the second event, 
the high jump, that he 
really made his mark. 
While other Vale athletes 
dropped out from 1.35 
metres, Trotman went up 
and up and up, finishing 
as the event top scorer, 
his clearance of 1.83 
metres earning 653 
points. 

After that, three 
steady performances in 
the long jump, shot and 
800 metres proved good 
enough for a five event 
total of 2,498 points for 


third place overall and, 
with team-mate Jamaul 
Whyte (St Teilo’s) win¬ 
ning the event, Cardiff & 
the Vale claimed a third 
team title. 

The real surprise 
came in the junior boys’ 
section. Mr John 
Patterson (Llantwit), the 
boys’ team manager, 
knew that Matthew Roan 
(St Cyres) was a tidy 
high jumper but little 
else was expected. It is a 
delight to report that the 
year-9 pupil produced a 
series of new personal 
bests, including adding 
three centimetres to his 
high jump best with a 
1.63 metres clearance, to 
absolutely demolish his 
previous pentathlon 
mark of 1,720 points. 

His total was 2,328, a 
600-point improvement, 
not quite enough to 
match the favourite, 
Matthew Davies (Dyfed, 
2,445), but good enough 
for second place overall 
and, with team-mate 
Tom Bevan (Cardiff 
High) taking individual 
bronze, the duo also 
took team gold. 

The Cardiff & the 
Vale team of 39 athletes 
was easily the largest 
and most successful of 
the six Welsh Schools 
district, which took part. 
All 15 of the Vale-based 
pupils who competed in 
that team can take pride 
in their performances.
